A correspondent asks tho Silyer State 


what the probable effect would be in 
HumboltVi county oE tho passage of a 
law making it unlawful for railroads to 
charge over six cents per ton per mile 
for freights, and if it will not result in 
increasing the rates on cattle, ores, 
wheat, potatoes and other bulky pro- 
ductB of the country to California, 
"At 


present," writes 
the 
correspondent, 


"th« rates per car load of ten or twelve 
tone of wheat or potatoes from Lovelock 
to tide-water does not exceed one and 
one-half cents per ton per mile and the 
rate per car on beef cattle Jfroin Winne- 
aiuooa to Saa Francisco does not eiceod 
two cents per ton per mile. 
Owing to 


•the high price of beef at present, cuttla 
owners may be able to pay doable such 
rates without making the business un- 
profitable, but the farmers of Big Mead- 
ows, who raise -wheat and potatoes for 
shipment to California must abandon 
the business if freight rates are in- 
creased, or conduct it with a loss to 
themselves. Thero is scarcely room to 
doubt that an equalization of rates -will 
follow the passage of the bill, as rail- 
road companies aro not magnanimous 
enough to carry on their business with- 
out a good margin for profit, simply to 
accommodate tho public, uud a material 
reduction of freights on merchandise 
and other high priced articles, will re- 
sult in a proportionate increase of rates 
on the products of the soil or mines." 


The Silver State regrets its inability 


to answer the question propounded by 
the correspondent or to enlighten him 
on the probable effect of the proposed 
legislation on the agricultural, stock 
raising, or mining interests of the coun- 
ty, but its columns are at the service of 
those who desire to discuss the question 
and are competent to give the desired 
information.

No Danger of Its Beluic Interfere*! 


wltb ut this Sesaion. 


The action of the House Committee 


on Coinage, Weights and Measures in 
passing the resolutions declaring against 
limiting or suspending the coinage of 
standard silver dollars, and iu favor of 
paying interest on the bonds in silver, 
has reassured the silver men ia Con- 
gress. They say there will be no leg- 
islation at this session nor in the next 
Congress hostile to silver, Senator 
Jones of Nevada, who is one of the best 
informed men in the country upon all 
questions pertaining to coinage, says 
that any measure to stop or limit the 
coinage of silver dojlars would be over- 
whelmingly defeated in both houses. 
He said: 


This is the same old fight against sil- 


ver dollars that has been waged by the 
East for years. It will not bucorae a 
political question in the next Presiden- 
tial campaign. There is no danger of 
that, as neither party is a unit upon it. 
The Eastern Republicans and Demo- 
crats are almost a unit against silver, 
while the Western and Southern men of 
both parties are almost a unit in its 
favor. 
The talk 
about 
silver .being 


cumbersome and 
inconvenient is all 


nonsense. Nobody wants silver money, 
but ths certificates which represent it 
are as good as money and just as con- 
venient. 
What prettier or more con- 


venient money can be bad than silver 
certificates. 
You can buy as much for 


a silver dollar anywhere as withjj a 
gold dollar. 
There are now iu circu- 


lation in this country $106,000,000 in 
silver. 
Strike that down and you pro- 


duce a devastating panic. This country 
is steadily growing in population by 
reason both of natural increase and im- 
migration. This 
steady growth 
de- 


mands a steady increase of our currency, 
and silver is the ouly source that will 
supply that increase. 
Gold is growing 


scarcer all tho world over, aud when 
prices go down it is not a sign of hard 
times, but it is hard times right then. 
To cnt oft' the increase of our currency, 
which supplies tha steady growth of the 
country with its smews of business aud 
trade would produce a panic. The total 
increase iu bank circulation last year 
was only $3,000,000, which was but a 
drop in the bucket in comparison with 
the enlarged demand for money. There 
is no danger of any anti-silver legisla- 
tion. 
If the enemies of silver were to 


attempt to strike it down by an amend- 
ment in the appropriation bill, that bill 
would be beuteu. 


Tlie New Five-Cent Nickel. 


The S. F. Bulletin saya some dissat- 


isfaction having been expressed con- 
cerning the 
design 
of • the 
five-cent 


nickel which has been in circulation for 
a number of "years, Congress, about a 
year ago, gave its authority for a new 
die. 
The work has beeu under the 


direction of A. L. Snowclon, Superin- 
tendent of 
tho 
Philadelphia Mint. 


Whether it has taken Mr. Snowdou aud 
the engraver all thia time to perfect the 
clie, we do not know. The first of the 
new coins were dropped from the press 
on the first of February, on which day 
over 100,000 were made. Ol course 
none of these coins have yet reached 
San Francibco, but representations of 
them have appeared in the New York 
Sun. The piece is slightly larger than 
the.old coin, but thinner, the weight aud 
composition being unchanged. 
It is 


composed of 75 per cent, copper and 25 
per cent, nickel. It is very near the 
size of the half eagle, and ou one side 
is very much of ths same appearance. 
On the center of tho other side is a very 
large V, surrounded with a wreath, with 
the words United States of America and 
E Pluribus Unum encircling the wreath, 
just inside the milling. 
The new coin 


will hardly be considered an improve- 
ment. It is open to the objection of 
representing the half engle en one side. 
The large V. suggesu nothing so much 
as the signs to lager baer saloons, uud 
•the legend of 5 cents a glass would 
make the suggestion complete. 
Con- 


gress made its first great mistake in this 
denomination of coin in dropping the 
silver half dime from the currency sys- 
tem. 
But if we are never to have the 


coin restored, we would suggest that 
the coinage of the new nickel be author- 
ized at San Francisco as well as at Phil- 
adelphia. ^^_^^_______

The "Currency Reform" Conference 


has closed its sessions. 
The reformers 


issued an address to the country iu 
which they define their position with 
reference to some of the principal polit- 
ical issues. The address begins as fol- 
lows: "Monopolistic influence threatens 
the liberty of the people. It has dividec 
American citizens into classes of rich 
and poor; those who live on fixed in- 
comes and produce nothing, and those 
who labor to pay all the taxes and sup- 
port all classes. 
It controls tho princi- 


pal avenues of commerce and travel 
and tho transmission of intelligence; il 
wields an undue influence over the pub- 
lic press and the elections; it corrupts 
all legislative, judicial and executive 
offices, and, above all, it inflates and 
controls the volume of currency and 
credits, which enables it to create pan- 
ics, destroy property -values, paralyze 
business, throw labor out of employ- 
ment aud stop the demand for its pro- 
duction." The attention of all patriotic 
citizens is then, invited to the statement 
of principles which 
are advocated: 


Prompt payment of the public debt; th« 
issuance by the Government of all tho 
currency, such currency to be a legal 
tender for dobts, public aud private; 
the establishment of u postal telegraph 
system; restriction of railroad* corpora 
tiocs, to promote the public welfare and 
to prevent them from becoming oppres- 
sive monopolies; repeal of all class leg- 
islation aud the enactment of laws com- 
pelling all property to boar its just por- 
tion of the burdens of taxation; reten- 
tion of the public domain for the benefit 
of actual settlers; economy in public 
expenditures; honesty in administering 
the Government; Civil Service that will 
pJace officials more directly under the 
control of the peoplf, and, finally, pur- 
ity of the ballot through laws adding 
disfranchisement to imprisonment for 
all who buy or sell votes or render false 
returns of election. The statement con- 
tains citations from Benj. Franklin, 
George Washington, Thos. Jefferson, 
Daniel Webster, John Sherman, U. S. 
Grant, George Stepheuson, the Duke of 
Wellington; Aristotle and Joseph Nim- 
mo, Jr., as authorities to illustrate and 
prove the correctness of the views of 
the Conference upon the subject of cur- 
rency and class or monopolistic legisla- 
tion.
